On Monday, August 30th, we will be holding the next Vernal Pool Habitat
Conservation Plan (HCP) public workshop in Casa Room 101 Majorca in
Balboa Park (which is across from Casa de Prado restaurant) from 5:30 to
7:30 p.m. We will be reviewing the status of the plan and presenting a
series of technical white papers addressing the status and assessment of
focal vernal pool species, an adaptive management and monitoring
strategy, a property analysis record for determining costs of management
and monitoring, and recommendations for conditions of coverage. These
white papers will be posted to our website prior to the workshop and we
invite public comment on them.
